Havana. Feb. 25.—Chaplain Chklwlck 


vas examined by the court of Inquiry 
yesterday as to his personal experiences 
at the time of (lie disaster to the Maine. 
and the testimony was taken of the cap- 
am of a British bark in the harbor and 
he superintendent of the West Indian 
jil works across the bay at Kegla, both 
of whom witnessed the explosion. Mr. 
Kolf, the British engineer of the float- 
ng dock in the harbor, wrote a letter to 
he court, but he did not add anything 
Hate-Hal to what was known. 


Neither the officers of the court of In- 


quiry nor the witnesses will give the 
slightest indication of the testimony, 
or the conclusions deducible from it, and 
ill say that the men employed on the 
ivreck have been warned to observe an 
equally strict reticence. This course is 
•egarded as eminently wise by the 
American and Spanish officials, as there 
la no telling what passions miKht be 
aroused or what evil results might be 
brought about by talking freely on of- 
ficial matters in the present state of 
public feeling in Havana. Thus far 
Americans are treated with the utmost 
courtesy and kindness, and it seems the 
special care of the residents of Havana 
to show friendliness. Such a state of 
things certainly is desirable, 
but

might easily be changed if officers, only 
partly informed of the truth, talked for 
publication. The inquirers will go to 
Key West today or tomorrow.

time. These defenses are considered suf- 
ficient to keep all hostile vessels beyond 
the range of gunshot of the national 
capital. Moreover, the river has been 
blocked off and prepared for mines and 
torpedoes ;it a point below the fortifi- 
cations mentioned. KO that it is probable 
some of the ships of an enemy would be 
blown out of the water before it would 
l>o necessary to use the guns at the forts. 
1-ast night the department received two 
telegrams from Captain Slgsbee. one 
relates to a routine matter of expen- 
ditures In connection with the work on 
the Maine, and the other is: "Divers re- 
port more bodies in wreck.

This dispatch 
indicates that the divers have secured 
at least a partial entrance to the quart- 
ers in the forward part of the vessel 
where the crew were asleep when I he ex- 
plosion occurred and under which were 
the magazines.

light or fire which seemed to envelop the 
whole ship. Then I heard a report and 
I was hit with a piece of iron on the left 
side of my face. Then a second report, 
longer and more terrible than the first, 
occurred, and the big ship was lifted out 
of the water and fell back into the water 
a mass of broken and tangled steel, that 
is the forward part of the ship. Fifty 
feet from the stern forward was not 
touched. When she settled back into 
the water she began to sink. When I 
recovered from the shock I ran aft to 
the captain's boat und helped to lower 
it. and we picked up a lot of men that 
were in the water." Ham expresses his 
opinion that the disaster was caused by 
the people who are in Havana and who 
caused the riots.
